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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The instant application discloses a method for assigning a spreading code to a 
communication device, which is part of a CDMA communication system. Prior art 
references (Vimpari US Patent 6,577,671) show similar methods but fail to teach: 
"computing for each of a set of possible spreading codes a respective 
performance value by combining values each corresponding to a component of a 
multipath signal for that spreading code, or each corresponding to a component 
of the signal input or output from a receiver structure for that spreading code", as 
in claims 1 , 6 and 9; "computing for each of a set of possible spreading codes a 
respective performance value such that said performance value of the k-th code 
is a value m)k) given as in claims 10 and 11".
